People; to deny Poſitions agreed in by Hcachen, as well 
as Chriſtian Philoſophers; and to combat Maxims of 
fuch Prevalency, that t they were choſen by the A- 


N Legiſlator as the lecuxeſt B of Chriſtianity 
it 
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To do by all Men, as we wou'd have them do by 
us, was equally the Meaſure of Juſtice under Page: 
and Chriſtian Oeconomy ; to adminiſter Equity im- 
partially, to relieve the oppreſs'd, plead the Cauſe of 
the Orphan ard Widow, rcligiouily obſerve Promi- 
ſes, tho to cur own detriment, and to hazard Life 
or private Lidertv. for that cf the Publick, were 
thought indiſpenſible Duties; and the Practice of 
them was as highly Applauded, as their Contraries 
were Decry'd, by the Common Voice of Mankind. 
So thzt ! rhink it no raſh Aﬀertion to affirm, that 
even in the State of Drgeneracy the World bas long 
been gradual'y fliding into, even Within a very few 
— it wou'd have been _ on as the moſt 

agitious Enterprize imaginable, to go a an op · 
en, formal, 2 ä — theſ⸗ 
Gracles of Renſon, on which the univerſal Good ſeemꝰd 
to ſtand ſafely and ſtrongly ſupported. 

Yet we have lived to fee theſe mafſy Column 
ſhaken, and almoſt overthrown , tho” the Ruin of 47 
was to be the inevitable Conſeqnence: But by the 
juſt Decree of Providerce, the Ponderou Fabrick had, 
in its Fall, moſt ſurely cru!h'd the Sappers of its no. 
ble Fcundation; and tho” that have, by Miacle, e- 
ſcaped ; it is net impoſſibſe but fome of the tortering 
Pinacles mav yet fill on the Heads of thoſe who ap. 
ply'd the deftrytive Engines, by which the whole 
was endangert'd. 

It is not my preſent Defign to arraign every Branch 
of the late Miniftry's Conduct. That Province, I 
hope, is reſerved for abler Head, and à more con- 
vement Place: It will be ſufficient for me to Obſerve, 
Ther in Defiance of common Senſe, and common Ho- 
rity, an Infamous and Ruins Separate Peace was con- 
culed withont the Concurrence cr Knowledge of our 
lies, to whom We were eunded: the moit ele mu 
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et- and ſtrongeſt Ties of Intereſ# > That the wiſeſt 
and honeſteſt Conduct in the World was vilifed, the 
deſt Minifters traduced, our Enemies exhauſted For- 
ces were magnify'd, our own fl uriſhing Condition 
repreſented as weak and languiſhing. cur Faithful 
Allies 2ccuſed of betraving us, while our implacable 
Enemies were truſted with the Diſpoſal of all our In- 
tereſts; and finally, that our Religion and happy 
Conftirution were wiltu'ly expoſed to the Invaſion of 
2 Popiſh and Arbitrary Pretender. | 
This was the End to which all the execrable Arts 
of a pernicious Faction evidently tended. But tho” 
they ſucceeded beyond Imagination, yer the Grand 
Project was judged by themſelves ImpraQicable, unleſs 
the Army could either be Gin,, or Ciſgrac'd All 
poſſible Methods were therefore put in Practice to 
compaſs the firſt ; which had at once cut the Gerdian 
Knot of a ſtubbron Conftirution, and made it; Rnin 
frre. It was therefore extreamſy worth while to ne- 
g'e& no Means that might eng ge the Officers on 
their Side: But fo juſt a Senſe had theſe Gentlemen 
cf their own Honour, fo great a Regaid to the Wel. 
fare of their Country, and fo clear an Apprehenſion 
of theſe Men's wicked Deſigns, that they ſcorned all 
Offers on one Side, and Threats on the , brave- 
ly reſolving, to hazard their Poſts, (their only Main» 
tenance) rather than lay violent Hands on a Conſtitu- 
tion they had ſo often ventured their Lives to defend. 
Some few indeed ( ro their eternal Shame) Deſerted 
their Brethren, and enter'd into the moſt Criminal 
Meaſures; but theſe, (it is to be hoped ) may now 
meet with a due Diffin#im, tho' their whole Lives 
heretofore could never merit any; and bene Men 
have the Satis faction of ſeeing them diſpoſed of, 
as the Honour and Safety of the preſent Government 
quite. | 
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The late Managers thus difapointed in their Hopes 
of corrupting the Army, endeavour'd in the next Place 
to divide it: And that was by encoyraging the com- 
mon Soldiers againſt their ers, in order to weak- 
en and difarm, if poſhble, theſe laſt ; declared Ene- 
miei, and reſolute Oppoſers of their darling Schemes E- 
very body remembers the prodigious Induſtry uſed to 
exalperate the private Men ; and foment Complaints, 
verrat ious Suits, Arreſts, and Mutinies, to the utter Diſ- 
ſolution of all Mila Diſciplin, and good Government 
in the Army. | 

The Ser atagem had at firſt ſome Succeſs ; and their 
invidious Aſſert ions, that the Soldiers had been de- 
frauded of their Pay, being generelly belived;, caſt a 
blemiſh on the Officers: But when People begun to 
obſerve that theſe Complaints had their firſt Riſe from 
the Scum of the Nation, a Crew of Fail-Birds forced 
upon the Army by the Civil Authority ; and that tho 
ſome few Officers might perhaps be too guilty of the 
Miſdemeanors laid to their Charge, yet for the great - 
er Number were entirely exempt from them ; then 
this Mizc allo failed of its defired Execution, or ra- 
ther recoil'd on thoſe who ſet Fire to the Train. 

The Attempts eithet to Gain or Divide the Military 
Men not anſwering Expectation, there was no Way 
left but to ruin them ia the Qpinion of the Nation. 
One would think this no eaſy Taſk, while the Memo- 
ry of their unparalleł d Actions was {till Freſh ; But 
what Colours ſo groſs, what Lies ſo palpable, as not 
to be impoſed on Home- ſ pus Clowns, and ignorant Octo - 
ber- Club-Aſen? Always ready to murmer at any 
Thing that may give Occaſion to Taxes, tho never fo 
moderate and necæſſary; and whole Arithmetick does 
not reaeh ſo far as to ſhew them, that 4, 6, 10, nay 
i5 Shillings in the Pound, were well given to fave 
the Remainder, if the Ile be Evidently in Drs: 
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This Enterprize then, difficult as it ſeem'd, was 
yet undertaken by ſome of their Ableft Pens, and moſt 

Orator 1, who to ſtrike at the very Root of the 
Soldiers Reputation and Honour, Judged it Adviſea- 
ble to depreciate Fortitude it ſelf: And conſequent- 
ly all Exploits ſpringing from that Noble Stock. And 
the more effectually to compals this vile End, Militaty 
Men were to be loaded with Opprobious Language, their 
brighteſt Actions to be Redicul'd, their Courage, and 
other Material Virtues, brought into Contempr, the 
Inſtit ut iom of an Army was to be made Odrous, and 
the Exiſtence of it, (tho a modreat one) repreſented 
as ous, and Expenſive to the Nation: And 
it ſoon became the Cue of the whole Faction, to rail at 
the Bebaviour, envy the Expences, defame the Manner:, 
and blacken the Characters of Gentlemen eminently 
Zealous in the Service of their Country; and upon 
that Principle, conſtant in oppoſing a French Party at 


It is impoſſible to write on any Subject ever 1> lit - 
tle relating to the paſt Admineftration, without: be- 
ing hurry'd on by an impetuous Zeal, againſt all 
their Proceedings. I endeavour, to the utmoſt of 
my Pcwer, to curb this juſt Indignat ion; but hope 
may be _—_— if I have touched lightly on ſomc 
Points which ( tho' out of my Subje@ ) I conceive n: -

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Arguments in Defence of this Virtue, as the Foundation 
on which many important Act ions have been built; for 
if that be defe&gve, the Superſtructure muſt neceſſary 
fall to the Ground. 

That Fertitude has Not only a RAK, but holds a Place 
of Dignity among Moral Y:rtaes, was never conteſted 
during the Space of almoſt Fifty Centuries,tili within 
theſe four Years paſt. Fear of Pan, or Death, and con- 
ſequently the avoiding them by any Means; is the 
firſt, moſt natural, and ffrongeſt Impulſe in all living 
Creatures. I is perceptible, even befote the Ope- 
ration of Reaſon, in Man; or what is lileſt to it, in 
Beaſts; and, no doubt, was implanted by Providence 
as neceſſary to the Preſervation of our Beings or 
Exiſtence. | 

A Brave Contempt, of what is ſo dreadful, cartiot 
therefore be natura; but muſt be produced in us by 
fome Motive ſtronger than the Fear of what we fe. 
abhar: And this is, a Vnſt Deſire of Honour and Love 
of doing Good; which only ſome noble and diffuſer 
Mind; are inſpired with.

haſely bought · This was antiently thuught Heros 
and to bring the Mind of Men to this Bent, Orac. 
Fliftorians, and Poets Employ'd their utmoſt Efforc: 
in their ſeveral Styles: Nay, the celebrating wor- 
thy Actions. and tranſmitting the Memory of them 
co Poſterity, in order to incite others to an Imĩtat: on 


of chem. was what theſe Eloquent Men chief valued 
| rr demſelve⸗ 
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themſelves 3 ranking their own Praiſes far in 
frior to thoſe due to the Performers of the noble 
Exploit that furniſh them a Theme. 

Nor can it be alledged that Fortitude is a barbaronus 
Virtue, he'd in Eſteem only by Heathens, ignorant of 
the True God ; fince the Books of Judge, Chronicles, 
and ſome others of ſared Writ, are ſcarce any Thing 
more than Records Of Atchievements performed by 
the Wor thies among God's choſen People. And if uni- 
verſal Conſent has been looked upon as a ſtrong Ar- 
gument in Favour af ſome Tene:s; we ſhall find char 
alſo as remarkably on the fide of the Virtue 1 endea- 
vour to defend ; as it is evident to all who are vers'd 
in Hiſtory, and in the Accounts we have of the In- 
' drans, eſpecially the Americans, among whom, we 
are pet ſuaded that, a very anticnt Eſteem for Valouc 
has produced amazing Inſtances of their Excellency 
in the Practice of it. This Authority is the ſtrong- 
er, hecaule it cannot be faid that they imbibed this 
Error (as tis calF'd) by their Converſation with Us, 
or that we learnt it of Them, our Communication 
8 being of ſo late a Date. 

t1 need not lay too great Streſſes on Univerſal 
Conſent : Mankind has often, and wili to the World's 
End, agree in very groſs Miſt:kes; and therefore 
nothing ought indeed to be received, but hat ſub- 
fiſts on ſolid Reafon. I do not believe my Argument 
will fuff:r any Diſadvantage by ſubmiting to this 75%, 
nor ought I to be afraid to enter into the Cauſes why 
TFertitude claims A fort of Pr eminence among other 
Moral Virtues. I know of none that dare vye or en- 
tet into Compariton with it but Juſtice ; under which 
Head I particularly comprehend, and have regard to 
the truly venerb'e Ast of framing Laws, governing 
wi:h Equity, and reftraining Vice But furely, among 
Pirtu:s, the Precedence is meſt juſtly due to that 
P without 
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without which the others cannot ſubſiſt. Solon and 
Lycu/ gus had ranked Mankind under admirable Reg u · 
latiens in vain, had there been no Themiſtocles, no Age- 
flaws, no Etami nondas, to preteQ Conſtitutions formed 
with the u:moſt Foreſight and Wiſdom.

1 ſuppoſe it will he granted me, that there is no 
Methed of Repelling an open Invaſion, but by 3 
Military Forge; alſo, that Fu titude is the Soul of an 
Army. It remains then, that I ſhew the Efficacy ct 
this Virtue againſt ſecret Practices by Comuption, 
which are oten more Dangzrous than publick At: 
tacks.

vails: Aud a Bribe, co any particular Man, is what 
that Man values molt. Its ordiraty Operation is by 
the Promiſe or Gitc of (what Men +12 uſually mo! 
Covetous (f Huh. Bur if Life be yer more va 
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able (as certainly it is) then thoſe who ate invincib'e 
to Gold, but over- rate their Lives, may be corrupt- 
ed by Threats inſterd of Promiſes. And what D f- 
Ference is there, in the Conſequences. let ween my 
Selling my Friends, my Self, and my Country, tor 
Riches 3 Or for any other Prize? between my being 
Revarded with the Grant of whole Provinces, or of 
my Lif: only? Any Tyrant who can get me into 
his Power, as effectually Influences me to the worſt 
of evil Actions, by the Aſſiſtance of my own Fears, 
as by the maſt powerful Conſiderations of any other 
kind whatever. 

Now as it is impoſſible for any Society to be proſpe- 
x0us, or {afe, where its Members are not reſo.ure in

and are not alſo Proof againſt Corruption, either by 


Promiſes or Threat; it became high'y the Incereſt 


of all (eſpecialy ſuch as were leaſt fit for Militiey 
Atchievements J to inculcate 2 Piinciple by which 
the D:fenceleſs were to be protected by the Vali.nr, 
from Foreign Injuries ; and the Intereſt of the Com- 
munity effectually ſecured from Domeſtick Treaſon. 
Af.er what 1 have laid ta prove thac Contempt of 
Death is in it ſelf Juſtly eſteem'd the me ſt exalted of 
all Virtues; I need nor take much Pains to ſhew, that 
i: is eminently diſtingu ſhable in Military Men. It very 
ſeldom hyppens that any Embrace the Pref:fhon of

1 know it will be objected, that Courage and Va- 
jour zre here commended in too general Terms, 
whereas it is evident, that on many Occaſions, tl ey 
have been as pernicious, as they cou'd be uſeful tu 
the World. Any other Virtue is as liable to this Ob- 
jection; the Exceſe, or Miſapplicatiou of them, may 
be 2s prejudicial, as their proper Operations are be- 
neficial to Sc ciety. My Intention was only to fhow, 
that Fortitude is in it ſelf a Victue : To diſtinguiſh 
the ſorts of it, and obſerve how it may be miſaply'd, 
wou'd require a longer, and more aCurate TI reatile ; 
I ſha!l only ſay as much on this Subje& as conduces 
to my Delign ; and t hat as briefly as poſſible. 

Our Appetites, nay Luſts and Paiſions, are Per- 
fect cus of cur Nature; and doubcieis implanted in 
n us for gord Ends: But when left at large, with-

People by Nature timerous. are urged by Neceſſity, 
and ſeeing no other way of Eſcape ; or inſtrufted by 
Diſcipline, to aſſume a Reſolution foreign to their 
Tempers, according to the Exigency of Affairs. And 
laſtly, a Conrage of Honewr, which is always founded 
on Juſtice ; The two firſt Kinds ſeldom meetiag with 
any Applauſe, unleſs it be to Illuſtrate the third Sort, 
by ſhew ing the Advantage it has over them. This 
laſt is what we maintain to be truce Magnanimity, and 
what our 8ritiſÞ Army his been ſignally Excellent in, 
tho" (for baſe ends already mention*d) Branded by a 
ſhameleſs Faction with Calumnies as Black, as they 
are Falſe. 

The uſual Reproaches caſt on the Army are Ab- 
rice, Cruel, Pride, Drunkenneſr, Rapine, Profuſton, and 
religion. Heavy Charges indeed ! bat ſuch as it is 
ealier to aledge, than prove. I hope ic would nor 
Le difficult to make out that theſe Vices are not more 
fla grant, and the contrary Virtues not leſs cultavated 
in the Army, than in any other Societies, propor- 
tionably to the Numbers of each. 

Upon the Heads of Avarice and Rapine, the Ac. 
cuſations that are urged againſt Soldiers (but eſpeci- 
ally Officers) are reduceable either to Plunder, de- 
frauding Inferiors of their Due, or exrorting, exceſ- 
ſive Contributions; for as for Hoarding what they 
are legally entitled ro, if that we:ea Fault, it is One 
they are cleared from by a Contraszy Accuſation of too 
great Profuſion. But Impartially examining wha: 
Grouncs the Firſt Imputation ſubſiſts on, thall we 
nor find that there is no Society of Men bound by 
ſtricter Laws againſt Rapine, than Soldiers, nor any 
Laws more» ſevetely put in Execution? Are there 


not many Examples of ocg7 Fellows put to Death for 


Stscaling, 
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Stealing, ot Violently taking a Leaf cr a Hen, tho 
they were cor:ftiained almoſt by ꝛn abſolute Neceſ- 
ſity to Rob or Stat ve? Bur ſuch an Effect has this 
admitable Diicipline, that in a Body of 1000c0 Men, 
naturally che moſt Daring and Licentious of the Na- 
tions they belong to, (notwithſtanding that the Seve- 
tity already m-ation'd ſpares none u ho are found 
GriIty) one fees fewer Execu:ions in a whole Cam-

Baring hard on Inf riors in Point of Dues, has 
oc caſioned a louder, and I ruſt fy, a juſtzr Cla- 
mour than any other: For ir deed fume Officers 
five laid themfclves too open to Reprehenſion on this 
I 12:4, Put perhaps when even this is nartowly in- 
122d into, it will appear that the greateſt Abuſes 
have not ſprung from Gentlemen educated in th:

tion, and apply'd ro defray the Expence of Sieges:

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I cannot leave this Point wit heut taking Notice 
of the moſt canker'd Malice and E nvy of the Soldiers 
Ad vetſ it ies, whu grudging them that Suhſiſtance paid 
them by the Covern ment, urge their receiving Pay 
as one of t''e moſt griveous and henious Off -nces 
Men could be guiity of: As if the Pub'ick were 
Robbed and Spoiled of all that it furniſhes to Soldiers, 
for its ry Defence: Theſe Men ſum up all 
their Venom againſt the Army in rhe opprobious 
Term of Mercenaries, by which they would have 
People underſtand. an Intolent, Licentious, Lawlels, 
Crue] Rapacious Rout, pern cious to Civil Society, 
and inconſiſtant with all good Government. This 
they impole on poor ignorant Folks, who kuow not 
that Mercenary, in its good Acceptation, fignities 
no more than receiving a Salary for their Services.

Men and L: bourers, 
zeceive the Hire ef their Induſtry, yet dont re- 
pine at it. We patiently bear the great Eſtates raiſed 
by Lawyers, Phyſicians, Merchants, &c. without ex- 
preſiing any violent Indignation : Nay, we can with- 
out a Murmur fee St0ck- Fobbers, Gameſters, Pimpy, l- 
formers, Miijcs, Bands, and Pamphlet. Scr iblers thiive by 
their Cheats, and vile Occupatio1s: We ſeldom bear 
thele railed at by the Title of Merc:nary Lam) ers, Mer- 
cen eint, &c. But does 2 Gentleman by waſte 
ng the beſt cf his Days in Winter Camps, amidſt 
unipexkable Toils and Hazards, by expoſing himſelf 
to the loſs of Limbs, depriving himſelf of al Eaſe, or 
Enjoyment, daily rilking Life it ſelf, with all eiſe 
chat can be valuable to him: Does ſuch a one, I ſay,

and abridg'd by Non Parment of Arrears, &c. is but a 
flight Recompence for Services of that Nature; Hea- 
ven knows, far f om an mvidious State of Proſp-rity, 
Mercenary, in the worſt Senſe of the Word, means 
ſuch as weu'd be Hired to any Action ever ſo vile, 
or deſtructive to Mankind. How well this Character
